Washington, April 29.—The presi- 


dential special, with its forty passen- 
gers, left the Pennsylvania station at 
ten thirty this morning on its ten 
thousand miles journey. 
The Presi- 


dent and Mrs. McKinley were both in 
excellent health and all indications 
point to a pleasant trip.

large 


crowd pressed around the gates to bid 
the party godspeed as the train pull- 
ed out. 
. Today's stopping schedule is Alex- 
Sandjria, Char!,otteville, 
Lynchberg, 


and Roanoke, Va., and 'Bristol Tenn., 
•where the train arrives at eleven 


% tonight. 


A pilot engine preceeds the special 


"by ten minutes and another follows 
to be on hand in case of a possible 
Tweak down. 
Ten hours ahead on 


the main track of each division will 
he cleared of all freight. 


Elegant Train Made Up. 


The train which will carry the pres- 


ident and his party for the next seven 
weeks throughout the length and the 
most of the 'breadth of the United 
States is one of the finest trains ever 
run over an American railway sys- 
tem. 


The train, which is entirely new, is 


made up of seven cars. 
The presi- 


dent's own car, the Olympia, will be 
in the rear of the train. 
Next to the 


engine is the baggage and smoking 
car, followed by a new dining car with 
a capacity of forty people. 
The next 


two are compartment cars with 'seven 
staterooms and two drawing rooms 
each. 
The fifth and sixth cars are 


handsome 
twelve-section 
drawing 


rooms cars. 


The president and Mrs. McKinley 


will have their meals served in their

Headed for San- Francisco. 


The prime idea is to get to 
San 


Francisco to witness the christening 
of the battle' ship Ohio on Saturday, 
May 18. 
But there have been so 


many invitations to stop over at var- 
ious cities on the route to the coast 
and likewise on the return trip that 
soon after it was announced that the 
president would go to San Francisco 
It became evident that the journey 
would be a long one, not only in the 
matter of distance but in time. 


First Long Stop at Memphis. 


The first stop of any consequence 


will be made at Memphis, Tenn. The 
train will .reach Memphis Tuesday af- 
ternoon at 4:30 o'clock, and 
will 


leave the next morning at 1:30. Then 
will come Vicksburg and Jackson. 
Vicksburg has arranged quite a recep- 
tion, but it will have to be crowded 
into an hour and a half, and Jackson 
will get only fifteen minutes. 


On Wednesday the president and 


friends will reach New Orleans where 
there will be a banquet at which 
the president will undoubtedly make 
the first formal address of the trip. 
'As he will be in New Orleans all, day 
Thursday chere will be considerable 
opportunity for greetings and sight- 
seeing. 
At 6 p m. Thursday the 


train will start for Houston. 


In the Great Southwest. 


All of the principal cities of the 


great southwest are to be visited, the 
most of them very briny. 
In the list 


are San Antonio, El Paso and.Phoenix. 
In all of these southern cities either 
elaborate or unique celebrations are 
to be tendered the president, 
the 


time of the stop controlling the na- 
ture of the greeting. 


San Francisco will be reached on 


May 15, if the itinerary is adhered to, 
and the president will remain there 
or in that vicinity until May 20. 


The Return Trip. 


The schedule for the trip 
.back 


shows that Salem and Portland, Ore., 
are to be visited; that hence the train 
•will be headed direct for Puget Sound. 


Tacoma Is to be reached on the 


evening of May 23. 
Here a steamer 


-will be taken for Seattle, and from 
there over the Northern Pacific rail- 
road the presidential party will head 
for Spokane, which will be reached 
on Saturday, May 25. 
The party will 


remain here over Sunday. 


Then en route again Butte and He- 


lena, Mont., will be'seen, and thence 
to the Yellowstone National 
Park. 


Two days will be spent there. 


One Day in Chicago. 


A few cities and towns in Kansas 


and Missouri will be touched at. 
In 


Illinois the president will stop at Mo- 
line and Rock Island. The president's 


special is due in Chicago at 3:30 on 
the afternoon of Tuesday, June 11. 
Mr. McKinley will attend a banquet 
that night but will leave for Chicago 
at or near the midnight 'hour. 


Ohio will then be visited and some 


big receptions will then be tendered 
particularly in Cleveland and Tole- 
do, though the itinerary shows only 
short stops. 
On June 13 Buffalo and 


the Pan-American exposition will be 
seen, and the next day there will be a 
side trip to Niagara Falls. 
Presi- 


dent MeKinley will formally open the 
exposition in Buffalo. .

Without Trouble. 


The granting of the electric railway 


franchise will come up before 
the 


council this evening, in this, 'as in all 
cities there are some who have ob- 
jections to granting of the franchise. 
Most of the objections are easily rem- 
edied and can be settled to the sat- 
isfaction of all concerned, it is hoped 
that the council will not follow in 
the fotsteps of Beloit and allow some 
personal grievance of one of two 
interested parties, to stand in the 
way .of something which

lasting benefit to the city.

road.

NATIONAL DEBT OF THE WORLD. 


Frederick, Md., April 29.—While a 


forty-foot shaft was being sunk in the 
west end of Mount Airy tunnel, which 
is to be one and one-half miles long, 
for the new improvements on the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad.near Ridge- 
vine; twenty miles from Frederick, 
about 3,000 tons of earth fell upon the 
workmen in the tunnel, entombing a 
number of the seventy-five men who 
were there. Arthur Frazier (colored), 
laborer, of Washington, D. C., was ta- 
ken out dead about midnight, and at 5 
o'clock a. m. the dead bodies of Doug- 
lass Hicks 
(colored) 
and 
Michael 


Coyne, foreman,, of Fayette county, 
Pennsylvania, were recovered. Mich- 
ael Kerns, .another foreman; is 
said, 


to be under the debris, with perhaps 
several others. 
However, this is un- 


certain as many o£ the men who have 
not been accounted for may have wan- 
dered away. There are over 1,000 em- 
ployed on the improvements in that vi- 
cinity. 


I.lv«s Endangered i>y Fire. 


Latrobe, Pa., April 29.—The entire

Washington, April 29.—Thirty-one 


billion dollars is the aggregate of the 
national debts of the world. 
This is 


ten times as much as in the closing 
years of the eighteenth century, ac- 
cording to the expert statisticians of 
the treasury bureau engaged in this 
work. 
This bureau has just issued 


a statement on the subject, it ap- 
parently being suggested by the re- 
cent announcement of the new Brit 
ish loan of $30,000,000. 


In 1873, at the beginning of the Na- 


polenic wars, the national debts of 
the world amounted to approximately 
$2,500,00'0,000; in 1900 they were, ac- 
cording to the best information' ob- 
tainable, $31,000,000,000. 
In general 


terms it may be said that the world's 
national indebtedness in 1900 
ag- 


gregated ten times what it did at the 


century.

dent surprise to the court, and Judge

phatic terms. 
Callahan was arrested

the ground again is considerable. The 
Jury notified Judge Baker at 9 a. m: 
that it had settled upon a verdict, and 
the news spread among attorneys and 
interested parties so that an audience 
of fifty awaited the twelve men 
as 


they filed into the court room. Calla- 
ian occupied his usual seat .and be- 
trayed no apprehension as to the out- 
come. 
His face was a blank as lie 


•watched the unfolding and listened to 
the reading of the verdict. 
As the 


•words "Not guilty" were pronounced, 
however, Callahan half rose to his feet, 
his lips parted in a smile and 
he 


.turned his eyes gratefully toward the 
Jury. 


Jmlge Maki-r Rebukes the Jury. 


Judge Baker studied the wording of 


the verdict for several minutes in si- 
lence. 
Then he wheeled in his chair 


.and addressing the jury said: 


•"If Callahan had made his 
own 


choice of a jury he could not have se- 
lected twelve men. who could 
have 


served him more faithfully. 
If 
the 


state for its'part had made the selec- 
tion, I know of no men it could have 
named who could have been less care- 
ful of its interests. 
The jury is dis- 


charged without the compliments of 
• the court, and the prisoner is likewise 
turned loose as to this trial, I pre- 
sume to continue the criminal prac- 
tices in which you have 
failed 
to 


check him. I do not know what' mo- 
tive actuated you in reaching this de-. 
cision, but I hope none of you will 
ever appear again in this jury box." 


The jury was .evidently ill at ease 


during this arraignment, but did not 
make any response and filed rapidly 
from the box as soon as it was at lib- 
erty. In the hallway Callahan shook 
the jurymen's hands. 


Cnllnlinn to Be Released. 


General Cowin, leading the prosecu- 


tion, says that Callahan will probably 
be released at once. The other charges 
against him, grand larceny and false 
imprisonment, the General points out, 
are virtually the 
same. 
The 
state 


would be obliged to depend on 
the 


same evidence as that which has al- 
ready been brought out, and there is 
doubt in any event whether Callahan 
could be tried again on a charge so 
closely akin to that on which he has 
been declared innocent. 
County At- 


torney Shields will be guided by this 
view, and Callahan's liberty is virtu- 
ally assured.

ENEMY IN STRONG POSITION, 


Count Von Walclcrace 
Reports 
Sovero 


Engagements Beyond tliu (iruiit Wall, 
the Chinese Being Def on ted—A Ger- 
man Lieutenant Sliot. 


Berlin, April 29.—The German war 


office has received the following dis- 
patch 
from 
Count von Waldersee: 


"Three engagements occcurred April 
23 and a fourth April 24 at the Great 
Wall .between four columns under Gen- 
eral Kettler and the Chinese troops 
under General Liu. The Chinese were 
everywhere defeated, and after a stub- 
born resistance were forced back over 
the wall, being pursued as far as Ku- 
Kuan. Our casaulties were four offi- 
cers wounded and three men killed and 
two wounded. The French troops were 
not engaged." 


Subsequently the following addition- 


al dispatch regarding the four engage- 
ments w.as received from Count von 
JWaldersee: 
"General Kettler's bri- 


gade,- re-enforced marched in four col- 
umns against the Great Wall, Colonel 
Ledebur's being the right wing, then 
those commanded by Colonel Hoffnaeis- 
ter, Colonel Wallmerich and 
Major 


Huehlenfels. 
Letlebur 
reached 
the 


wall April 24, after a slight engage- 
ment near Hai-Shan-Kwan. 


Fought for Eleven Hours. 


"Hoffmeister drove back the enemy 


April 23. On the same day Huehlenfels 
encountered a strong party of the ene- 
my occupying a bastion on the heights 
commanding the pass. The enemy 
fought stubbornly, in a 
particularly 


strong position, which was only taken 
after eleven hours' fighting. Huehlen- 
fels and Lieutenant 
Richert 
were 


slightly wounded and Lieutenant Dre- 
wells was" severely wounded. A stand- 
ard bearer and another were killed, 
and six men severely wounded and ten 
slightly wounded.. Wallmerich attacked 
and dispersed, April 23, a far superior 
force of the enemy in a strong position 
east of the breach of Hae-Ho and ef- 
fected a junction on the 
battlefield 


with the battalion under Major Muel- 
mann, from Tsing-Ching, which taking 
up the pursuit, overtook the enemy in 
a fresh position to the south. This was 
captured and the enemy were pursued. 
BS far as Ku-Kuan, Wallmerich fol- 
lowing them* thither. The enemy suf- 
fered severely. Eleven old and 
two 


new quick-nrers Were captured. On 
our side one man was killed and three 
were severely wounded and nine slight- 
ly. Lieutenant Deusteberg was shot 
through the right arm. The enemy nre 
everywhere in retreat. 
General von 


Lessel has arranged with General 
Bailloud that the French troops shall 
occupy Ku-Kuan for.the present and 
secure his left flank. Kettler's brigade 
is marching by short stages to Pao- 
Ting-Fu, and Huehlenfels' 
battalion 


along the mountains to Peldn." 


Awaiting the Chlneoo Version. 


Pekin, April 29.—The report of Gen- 


eral Kettler, received here from Kuo 
Lu, differs from the othw reports con- 
cerning the German-French expedition 
previously received. General Kettler's 
report shows that the Chinese troops 
did not leave the province till they 
Were forced to do so. Li Hung Chang 
Bays it is impossible to believe 
the 


general, Lui-Kwang-Ting, would have 
BO flagrantly disobeyed his orders, and 
anxiously awaits the Chinese report of 
the encounter referred to by General 
Kettler.
